chantmen of the enemy, concedes that 
international law as at present con­ 
stituted makes no provision for the 
use of submarines .and expresses its 
willingness to operate the submarines 
in accordance with the international 
law prevailing prior to the outbreak 
of the present war, providing Great 
Britain does not violate the same law. 
The complete text of the memorandum 
follows: 
“The imperial German government, 
on account of the friendly relations 
which have always existed between 
these two great nations, and desiring 
to continue them, wishes to explain 
the new' boat question once more to 
the American government. 
“At the outbreak of the war, the 
German government, acting 
on 
the 
suggestion of the United States, im­ 
mediately expressed its willingness to 
ratify the decree of London. 
At that 
time a German prize code had already 
been issued, which was entirely and 
without modification, based 
on 
the 
rules of the decree of London. 
Ger­ 
many thereby proved its willingness 
to recognize the existing rule of in­ 
ternational law which 
insured 
the 
freedom of the seas, and permitted 
neutral trade, not only 
with 
them­ 
selves, but also with the belligerent 
countries. Great Britain, on the other 
hand .declined to ratify the declara­ 
tion of London, and, after the out­ 
break of the war, began to restrict the 
legitimate trade of the neutrals in or­ 
der to hit Germany. 
“The contraband provisions w ere ex­ 
tended on August 5th, 20th, Septem­ 
ber 21st and October 29, 1914. On No­ 
vember 3, 1914, the order of the Brit­ 
ish admiralty followed, declaring the 
North sea a w ar zone in which com­ 
mercial ships wrere 
endangered 
be­ 
cause of mines and torpedoes. 
Pro; 
tests of neutral countries were of no 
avail and from that time on the free­ 
dom of neutral commerce with Ger­ 
many was destroyed. 
Under the cir­ 
cumstances, Germany w'as compelled 
to resort, in February, 1915, to repri­ 
sals in order to fight their opponents, 
who were acting contrary to interna­ 
tional law'. 
She chose a new' weapon, 
the use of which had not been regu­ 
lated by international law. 
In doing 
so she did not violate any internation­ 
al law' or existing rules, but only took 
into account the peculiarity of this 
new weapon, the submarine. The use 
of the submarine naturally caused a 
restriction of the free 
movement 
of 
neutral vessels and constituted a dan­ 
ger for the neutrals, which Germany 
intended w'arding off 
by 
a 
special 
warning, such as England had given 
regarding the war zone of the North 
sea. 
As both belligerents—Germany 
in her note of February 17 and Great 
Britain in those of February IS and 
20, 1915—claimed their action was en­ 
acted in retaliation for violation of 
international law by the opponent, the 
American 
government 
approached 
both sides. 
“Germany was asked to adapt the 
use of her new' weapon to rules which 
had been existing for 
former 
naval 
weapons, and England was asked not 
to interfere with food which was in­ 
tended for the non-combattant German 
population, and to permit its distribu­ 
tion under American supervision. Ger­ 
many, on March I, 1915, declared its 
willingness to comply with the propo­ 
sition of the 
American 
government, 
while England, on the other hand, de­ 
clined 
to 
do so. 
By the order of 
council March l l , 1915, Great Britain 
abolished even w hat little remained of 
the freedom of neutral 
trade 
with 
Germany and her neighbors. 
England 
wanted to starve Germany into sub­ 
mission. 
England made it impossible 
for the submarines to conform with 
the old rules of international law by 
arming all merchantmen and ordering 
the use of guns 
for 
attack.

German Emperor’s 
Villa 
Achilleion 
Was Built at Cost of $15,000,000. 


Athens, March 8.—Tile German em 


peror’s villa Achilleion, 
in 
Corfu, 
which is to serve as a hospital for 
Serbian wounded, under Jhe care of 
British doctors and nurses, was built 
bv the Empress Elizabeth, of Austria, 
at a cost of $15,000,000. 
The German 
emperor acquired it from Emperor 
Francis Joseph for $350,000. 
The Empress Elizabeth, 
in 
the 
course of her almost ceaseless wan­ 
derings, found temporary 
peace 
in 
Corfu, which she called the “fairest 
of earth’s islands,” and the villa was 
erected under her 
personal 
super­ 
vision. 
It is superbly situated above 
the azure Ionian Sea, amid jungles of 
ever blooming roses, palms and na­ 
tive and tropical trees, and many of 
its 128 rooms are splendid examples 
of decoration in the Pompeian and 
Byzant in styles, the chapel being es­ 
pecially remarkable. 
As might be expected from one of 
the empress’s athletic tastes, there is 
a magnificent gymnasium, and the 
marble'swimming ]K>ol and the stables 
are equipped in the most lavish way. 
For seven years, the empress spent a 
month each year in the villa, but the 
year before her heath she decided no1 
to return, and had the furniture sent 
back to Vienna.

was supplemented by instructions to 
masters 
of 
merchantmen 
to 
hoist 
flags and ram U-boats . Reports on 
the payment of premiums and the be­ 
stowal of decorations to the masters 
of merchantmen who have followed 
these instructions shows the effect of 
these orders. 
“Now Germany is facing the'follow­ 
ing situation: 
“A - A blockade contrary to inter­ 
national law has for one year been 
keeping neutral trade from German 
ports. 
“B For eighteen months, through 
extending on contraband provisions, 
in violation of international law, the 
overseas trade of neutral countries, so 
far as Germany is concerned, has been 
hampered. 
“C—The interception of 
mails 
in 
violation of international law is meant 
to stop German’s correspondence with 
neutral countries. 
“D—England, by systematically op­ 
pressing neutral countries, following 
the principle of ‘might before right, 
has prevented neutral trade on land 
with Germany so as to complete the 
blockade of the central 
powers 
in­ 
tended to starve their civilian popu­ 
lation.”
